REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claim rejection made under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) as unpatentable over Smith (US 7067547 
Bl) as indicated in the previous Office action dated October 9, 2007 is withdrawn in view of the 
applicant's remarks filed January 17, 2008. Claims 10-18 are allowed. Claim 18 is renumbered 
to claim 1, claims 10-17 are renumbered to claims 2-9. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Smith teaches an aqueous contact lens solution comprising an effective amount of 
preserving agent and buffer. Although Smith mentions polyhexamethylene biguanide (PHMB) 
and alexidine suitable preservatives among others and discloses 1 , 2-bis- 
(tris(hydroxymethyl)methylamino)propane (a position isomer of 1,3-bis 

(tris(hydroxymethyl)methylamino)propane) as a suitable buffer among others, the reference does 
not particularly teach or suggest to combine PHBM/Bis-Tris propane or alexidine/Bis-Tris 
propane in the particular concentration as presently claimed by applicant. Applicant's 
specification also supports patentability of this case as Tables 1-5 of the specification shows 
superior antimicrobial property of Bis-Tris propane over other buffers (e.g., phosphate buffer), 
while Smith does not teach or suggest particular advantages of using Bis-Tris propane. See 
spec, Tables 1-5; Smith, claims 2-22. Since the prior art does not teach, suggest, or motivate 
one of ordinary skill in the art to make the particular combination of a specific antimicrobial 
agent and buffer as presently claimed, and applicant has shown that the present invention 
produces unexpected results, the present claims are patentable.
